Stronghold 
Attacked

SAIGON (AP) - A teefed-up 


regiment of some 2,000 South 
Vietnamese 
hit 
a 
guerrilla 


stronghold In the Mekong Delta 
today with a combined ground, 
helicopter and parachute as- 
sault. 


The plunge Into the marsh- 


lands below the delta city of 
Can Tho ran Into sporadic firing 
but no immediate major con- 
tacts. 


The Communists killed two 


Americans and wounded 45 with 
a mortar attack on the Chu Lai 
airstrip, They blew a large hole 
in the bottom of a British tanker 
in Nha Trang harbor, setting 
U.S. frogmen the hasty task of 
combing every ship in the basin 
for hidden mines. They found 
nothing. 


The delta airborne assault 


was aimed at a guerrilla regi- 
ment which defectors said was 
operating in the area. The South 
Vietnamese 
swept 
into 
and 


around the area with some 600 
parachutists, 
helicopter-borne 


troops, local 
militia and a 


,T screening force In armored per- 


sonnel carriers. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters said the assault force suf- 
fered very light casualties from 
sniper fire. A spokesman said 
two Viet Cong were killed and 
two captured in the Initial as- 
sault and the attack force was 
attempting to close with the 
main Viet Cong force. 


The Communist attack on the 


12,273-ton tanker Amastra early 
today set off frenzied counter- 
measures 
In 
crowded 
Nha 


Trang harbor. The stern of the 
ship slowly settled to the bottom 
in 60 feet of water. 


The tanker was moored in the 


harbor area where flexible pipe- 
lines take off fuel. Luckily, a 
spokesman said, the ship had 
discharged most of her 12,000- 
ton load, and only the after 
compartments were flooded. 


A spokesman said it was be- 


lieved the ship could be sal- 
vaged. The explosion from out- 
side the ship blew a hole 4 by 6 
feet below the waterline.

The Amas- 
tra is one of the biggest ships 
hit since the Communists blew a 
hole In the bottom of the 9,800- 
ton U.S. aircraft transport ship 
Card in Saigon in May 1964. The

ployers Inc. got trucks rolling 
again within hours after the 1 
a.m. settlement and was expect-

Checks For Fire 
Hazards Urged 


School officials were urged 


today by the American Insur- 
ance Association to check lo be 
sure inspections of school prop- 
erties for fire ha/nrds are being 
made regularly. 


The Association provides in- 


spection blanks especially de- 
signed for regular checking of 
hazards in schools. 


, 
A good rule is for inspection 


to be made each month by,th(T* 
custodian and a member of the 
faculty. They should check exit 
doors and locks, fire escapes, 
extinguishers, heating 
equip- 


ment and other installations to 
be sure they are in top working 
order, and make sure that odd 
corners, such as spaces under 
stairs, are free from accumula- 
tions of waste paper, rubbish, 
old furniture, stage scenery and 
other combustibles. 


The custodian should fill out 


the inspection blank and file it 
with the Board of Education or 
School Commissioners. 


Once every three months, a 


member of the local fire depart- 
ment should accompany the cus- 
todian and the member of the 
faculty on the inspection tour. 


If hazards are found, they 


should be eliminated at once.

Robinson hasn't lost the ap- 


peal of his playing days. In 
fact he has' more now be- 
cause he is that rare product 
of our society, a political fig- 
ure without personal political 
ambitions. He can afford to be 
honest. 


"People have asked me why 


I don't run," Jackie said. "But 
if I ever had a falling out 
with Governor 
Rockefeller, 


I'd get out of this business in 
30 seconds. I respect him tre- 
mendously. He understands 
that I can't align myself with 
every Republican issue. Yet 
he has never been critical of 
me while others in the party 
have. 


"You see, I'm not at all 


convinced the R e p u b l i c a n 
party is dedicated to improv- 
ing race relations. I know the 
governor is." 


Jackie's official title is spe- 


cial assistant for community 
affairs. He acts as a liaison 
man between the governor's 
office and various city-state 
agencies: Bureau of Correc- 
tions, Narcotics Bureau, Hous- 
ing Authority, etc. 


"I have a 
relationship," 


Jackie said, "where a lot of 
people trust me. They know I 
won't sell them out. This is 
my most important asset. 
Most people know me and 
they know my motives. Maybe 
some of the things I've said 
will cost me, but I know I've 
jit least been honest." 


His candor, while new to 


many politicians, is not sur- 
prising to the baseball com- 
munity. He never has been 
popular with the hierarchy. 


"I don't respect ownership 


in baseball," Jackie said. 
"They're still living in the 
19th century when it comes 
to the Negro in front-office 
activities. All it takes is one 
owner with the courage of a 
Mr- (Branch) Rickey to give 
someone a chance. 


"I wouldn't go b a c k to 


baseball for anything. I'm not 
one to look back, although I 
do appreciate all baseball has 
done for me. But I gave base- 
bill something, too. Neither 
of us owes (he other any- 
thing." 


Jackie's c o n t r i b u t i o n to 


baseball is evident in every 
major and minor league city.

Convincing the Peace Corps to 


accept him and send him here;

directors to name him; convinc- 
ing the musicians to do things 
his way; convincing the public. 


The Peace Corps, Brown re- 


calls, had to overcome reluc- 
tance to put a volunteer in a job 
subject 
to "public considera- 


tion," i.e., press and public 
criticism. 
Brown 
persuaded 


Inem. 


The 
symphony 
governors 


were convinced through an au- 
dition last August, a month aft- 
er 
Brown arrived. He was 


named conductor in September. 


Selling Mmself to the musi- 


cians, Brown said, "was just a 
matter of doing a good job." 
How well he succeeded may be 
deduced 
from 
the musicians' 


acceptance of an increase in 
rehearsal time, from an aver- 
age of two or three hours per 
week to as much as eight hours 
of sectional and full orchestral 
practice. Also, the orchestra 
grew from 63 to 75 members in 
the final three months of its sea- 
son. 


The public, which had treated • 


the orchestra with indifference 
during much of its 25 years, also 
responded. The final concert 
was sold out days in advance 
and scalpers were getting as 
much as three times face value 
for tickets. 
Wheat Crop 
Damaged by 
Brown Spots 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 


In parts of Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Ttxas and Colorado fields of 
winter wheat which would be 
greening with 
even a little 


water are spotted brown. 


Farmers of Kansas, the na- 


tion's greatest wheat-producing 
state, planted one-fifth 
more 


wheat last fall than they did the 
year before, but will be lucky to 
reap a crop even equaling the 
200 million bushels of 1966. 


The official Agriculture De- 


partment crop estimate Monday 
was that the Kansas yield will 
be only 197,190,000 bushels. 


"There's no question we've 


been hurt," says Charles W. 
Pence, executive secretary of 
Great Plains Wheat Inc., a re- 
gional and International mar- 
keting organization. 


"We've seen years like this 


and crops like this and then 
we've gotten rain and come up 
with an average crop," says 
J.E. Ptllesen, statistician for 
the Kansas State-Federal Crop 
Reporting Service. "If we can 
get normal precipitation now a 
lot of our wheat would be a fair 
crop." 


The drought affects the west- 


ern half of Kansas - where the 
bulk of the state's wheat Is 
grown — and extends through 
southeast Colorado, the panhan- 
dles of Oklahoma and Texas, 
and western Oklahoma. 


While eastern Kansas re- 


ceived up to six inches of rain 
last weekend, the big wheat 
counties of Suroner and Sedg. 
wick received only half an inch. 
Those counties, in south-central 
Kansas, received only ,64 of an 
loch of rain the first three 
months this year. The average 
is 5«28 inches. 


When there is sufficient mois- 


ture below the ((round, young 
wheat can draw Us spring nour- 
ishment from there, But subsoil 
moisture reserves are low be. 
cause some areas got only 40 
pur cent of normal rainfall last 
year,

President Johnson, who 
seems to prefer shirt-sleeve di« 
plomacy to ceremonial talks, is 
emphasizing private meetings 
with fellow presidents at the 
Western Hemisphere summit. 


Although today marked the 


start of formal sessions, John- 
son squeezed two personal con* 
ferences into his morning sched- 
ule—with Presidents Arthur da 
Costa e Silva of Brazil and Fer- 
nando Belaiwde Terry of Peru. 


Johnson had similar meetings 


with 10 summit colleagues Tues- 
day. Three of these took place 
outdoors 
at 
the 
temporary 


White House with the U.S. chief 
executive and his guests in 
shirt-sleeves under a warm sun. 


It has often been said that 


Johnson is at his best, and most 
persuasive, in informal chats 
that meander along without for* 
mal agenda. 


That's the pattern here, when- 


ever Johnson can arrange it. 
Before he goes home, he prom- 
ises, he will meet each of his 
summit colleagues on this basis. 


Perhaps it is significant that 


U.S. 
government officials, brief- 


ing newsmen in advance of the 
President's arrival, predicted 
that Johnson's informal sessions 
would be most important. 


But no matter how wide-rang- 


ing or free-wheeling these meet- 
ings are, 
officials said they 


were not designed to yield any 
big decisions. 


Discussing 
Tuesday's infor- 


mal 
talks, presidential aide 


Walt W. Rostow told reporters: 
"They did not lead to and were 
not meant to lead to immediate 
decisions." 


However, Rostow fingered a 


sheaf of papers and remarked, 
"I have a notebook here full of 
things to follow up." 


Rostow likened Johnson's bi- 


lateral meetings to those the 
President 
has in Washington 


with visiting heads of govern- 
ment. They were nearly as long, 
too, averaging nearly an hour 
each. In Washington, a great 
deal of time is occupied by cere- 
monials. 


If big decisions were absent, 


so too were disagreements, ac- 
cording to Rostow. He said open 
clashes are as rare here as in 
Washington or elsewhere. 


There was talk of problems, 


however. The Dominican Re- 
public wants a higher sugar 
quota from Washington. John- 
son 
listened 
sympathetically 


and promised a decision, proba- 
bly next month.

We 
can't move until we get this 
special order; and do you know 
where it is? It'son a strike-bound 
Strickland truck somewhere be- 
tween Dallas and Hope. 


Of ordinary supplies we have 


plenty ... for now. That's how 
a national emergency begins: 
First you are short on special 
items, but as time wears on you 
run out of necessities also. Again 
the military parallel: An army 
travels on its stomach, and once 
its supply line is cut it faces im- 
mobility and surrender. 


We took advantage of the delay 


In color printing to tackle another 
operation —the development of 
color film. And came off yester- 
day with seven consecutive 4x5 
Ektachromes. 


This was the only operation 


not previously performed in The 
Star Building. Up to now we have 
been taking color film out of the 
camera and mailing it to a lab- 
oratory in Dallas, to be process- 
ed and returned to us as trans- 
parencies after a three-day delay. 


Yesterday the trick was done in 


70 minutes right here in Hope, 
plus an extra hour to let the trans- 
parencies dry. 


Eventually you may see these 


home-processed color pictures in 
The Star.

Johnson urges railroad

He praised Tuesday's swift 


and overwhelming passage of 
the resolution In both houses.

The 
House debated just 20 minutes 
before its 396-8 vote of approval. 


The resolution was shipped by 


air to Uruguay for the Presi- 
dent's signature. 


The 20-day breather would 


extend a current 60-day truce 
that has blocked a strike by six 
railroad shopcraft unions which 
would 
hamstring 
railroads 


which account for 95 per cent of 
the nation's rail freight. 


Johnson, asking Congress for 


the extension, had warned of 
the catastrophic effect of a pro- 
longed rail strike on the nation's 
economy. 


He said it could boost unem- 


ployment as high as 15 per cent, 
force nearly Immediate layoffs 
of 40,000 coal miner sand cripple 
attempts to supply U.S. fighting 
forces in Vietnam. 


Members of the six unions

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


space agency rejected — after 
tests — suggestions that astro- 
naut Virgil 1, Grissom might 
accidentally have touched off 
the Apollo spacecraft fire, it has 
been learned. 


The Grissom possibility was 


raised Tuesday night in testimo- 
ny by Dr. John McCarthy of 
North American Aviation Inc. 
before a congressional panel 
Investigating the accident. 


McCarthy said Grissom might 


have kicked a wire, causing a 
spark that started the blaze. 


A review board probing the 


fire, which claimed the lives of 
Grissom and two fellow astro- 
nauts, made no mention of pos- 
sible involvement by Grissom. 


A reliable source said the Na- 


tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration conducted tests 
at the Manned Space 
Flight 


Center in Houston, Tex., with 
another astronaut. 
And, the 


source said, officials decided 
it would have been extremely 
difficult for Grissom to have 
kicked the wire because of its 
position under his seat. 


"He would have had to have 


been 
a 
contortionist," the 


source said. 


McCarthy, testifying before 


the NASA oversight subcommit- 
tee of the House Science and 
Astronautics Committee, later 
told the panel, "I only brought it 
up as a hypothesis." 


Afterward he told a reporter: 


"It was a mistake to bring it up. 
It was a possibility. The evi- 
dence was burned up." 


McCarthy's suggestion drew 


the ire of two subcommittee 
members. 


Rep. William F. Ryan, D- 


N.Y., said hotly, "I don't think 
it was,a good idea to place the 
blame on a courageous Ameri- 
can who is not here to defend 


Rep. James G. Fulton, R-Pa., 


said, "As a friend of Gus Gris- 
som, I feel I should clear the 
air." 


"In my opinion as an attorney 


of some years' experience," he 
said, "there Is no scintilla of 
evidence" 
indicating Grissom 


contributed to the cause of the 
fire. 


McCarthy said the possibility 


existed because of instrument 
readings 
showing 
Grissom 


made certain movements Just 
before the fire broke out. 


McCarthy brought up Grissom 


in testimony shortly before the 
subcommittee ended its second 
long day of hearings at 10:30 
Tuesday night. 


Rep. John W. Davis, D-Ga., 


said it seemed clear there was a 
bad piece of insulation on a wire 
in the spacecraft and that a test 
that would have located it was 
not conducted. 


"If it had been done, you 


would have saved their (the as- 
tronauts') lives — Isn't that 
true?" he asked. 


McCarthy said Davis was as- 


suming there was a bad piece of 
insulation.

Force has reprimanded three of 
its pilots, docked their pay and 
temporarily grounded them far 
the worst bombing mistake of 
the Vietnam war, 


A 7th Air Force board of in* 


quiry cleared a fourth pilot who 
flew the two-plane strike OB 
March 2. The strike killed 108 
Montapards 
- 
mountain 


tribesmen - and wounded 250 
in the village of Lang Vei, in the 
northwest corner of South Viet* 
nam. 


The board of inquiry said the 


bombing mistake was "inadver- 
tent and the result of navigation 
errors." It ordered the discipli- 
nary 
measures against the 


flight leader and the two copi- 
lots who were responsible for 
navigation. The other pilot was 
cleared. 


The names of the pilots were 


not immediately available. The 
Air Force also refused to dis- 
close the amount of pay lost and 
details of the reprimand — 
which normally would affect 
promotion and future assign* 
ment of the officers— until ex- 
piration of an appeal period* 


The Air Force said the three 


grounded pilots, who are based 
In Thailand, would go before a 
flying valuation board in the 
next week for another review of 
the incident. 


This was the first report of 


disciplinary 
action 
taken 


against U.S. personnel responsi- 
ble for a bombing mistake in 
the Vietnam war. Aty>ut a dozen 
such incidents have been report- 
ed, with about 500 casualties. 


The 
bombed 
village war, 


packed with refugees who had 
fled from Communist-controlled 
areas. The strike was aimed at^ 
a U.S. Special Forces camp 
overlooking Lang Vei in the 
mistaken belief it was a Com- 
munist fortification. 


Both 
the two-seater F4C 


Phantoms dropped antiperson- 
nel cluster bombs which missed 
the camp and fell into the near- 
by village. U.S. Special Forces 
men and Montagnard irregulars 
in the camp fired on the two 
Jets, assuming they were Com- 
munist, but one of the camp's 
machine guns jammed. 


An Air Force spokesman said 


the target on which the fliers 
had been briefed had almost 
identical terrain features as the 
Lang Vei area. He said steps 
had been taken to prevent re- 
currence of such an accident 
but declined to say what these 
were, explaining they were clas- 
sified. 


The board of inquiry reported 


that the tactical air navigation 
system in one of the Phantoms 
was not working and said the 
twilight conditions also contrib- 
uted to the error.

That kind of gulf was bridged 


— at least in a basic sense, 
since there is still picking and 
pecking on the subject — when 
Congress passed the Employ- 
ment Act of 1946. 


In that act Democrats and 


Republicans got together long 
enough to agree the government 
had a responsibility for the gen- 
eral welfare, the first time in 
history 
that 
had 
happened, 


which made it easier thereafter 
to put through social welfare 
programs. 


What seems to be happening 


on the part of both Johnson and 
Congress is a feeling that the 
torrent of legislation In the wel- 
fare field that they turned out In 
1964 should do for a while, at 
least until it is in full operation. 


Perhaps that, along with the 


Vietnamese war which is domi- 
nant in the minds of both John- 
son and Congress, explains the 
rather subdued nature of most 
of the programs Johnson asked 
for this year. 


Only two of them really come 


under the traditional heading of 
social welfare: one calling for 
the biggest increase in Social 
Security benefits in 30 years and 
a proposal to spend $650 million 
for better health and education- 
al 
opportunities 
for young 


Americans. 


Some of Johnson's other pro- 


posals were controversial in 
their own right, and already he 
has given up on one while suc- 
cess on another looks dubious. 


labor didn't like his sugges- 


tion to eliminate the individual 
Departments of Labor and Com- 
merce and merge their interests 
in a new detriment of econom- 
ics. Johnson has backed off that 
one. 


Many businessmen, and per- 


haps most people weren't happy 
over that part of his January 
State of the Union message ask- 
ing Congress for a tax increase, 
effective July 1, through a 6 per 
cent surcharge on personal and 
corporate incomes.

mission. 


Congress hasn't acted on that 


yet but if the section on open 
housing ever reaches the House 
or Senate floor the most intense 
heat wave of the year should 
sweep over the Capitol. 


Here are some of Johnson's 


other requests: A revision of the 
military draft, a massive effort 
to combat crime, legislation to 
reduce juvenile delinquency, an 
all-out assault on air pollution, 
approval of a treaty barring the 
use of outer space for anything 
but peaceful purposes, another 
year of foreign aid, a 12-point 
program to protect the Ameri- 
can consumer and an overhaul 
of the patent system.

What used to be diagnosed 


as grippe, a diagnosis now 
rarely used, could be any 
acute" upper respiratory in- 
fection. Even to call it influ- 
enza no longer suffices for 
those who hope to forestall 
an epidemic by using a vac- 
cine. The vaccine must con- 
fer an immunity against the 
virus strain (A. B, C or Asian) 
that predominates in a given 
epidemic. Sometimes an ef- 
fective vaccine that combines 
two or more strains can be 
made, but there are limits be- 
yond which such a procedure 
will fail. 


A classic example of a non- 


diagnosis was the answer a 
student doctor gave to a pa- 
tient who had uncontrolled 
vomiting: "Madame, you have 
a 
case 
of acute emesis." 


Emesis is a Greek word that 
means v o m i t i n g , nothing 
more. The days when such a 
diagnosis will s a t i s f y 
a 


patient are, I hope, gone for- 
ever. 


Q—What is L i b r i u m ? 


Could a person who is taking 
phenobarbital for convulsive 
seizures also take this drug? 
Would there be any side ef- 
fects? 


A—Chlordiazcpoxide (Lib- 


rium) is a tranquilizer. It can 
be given with phenobarbital. 
The side effects of Librium, 
when given in too large a 
dosage, include 
drowsiness, 


fainting, n a u s e a , headache 
and skin rash. Anyone who is 
taking this drug should have 
periodic blood counts. 


Q—I am taking Librium for 


my nerves. It helps me, but 
since I have been taking it 
my breasts ache. Could this 
be caused by the drug? 


A—This symptom has not 


been reported as a side ef- 
fect of this drug. The best 
way to make sure is to dis- 
continue it for a week and 
see if the aching clears up. 
If it does, start the 
drug 


again and see if the aching 
returns.

In the early days of con- 


tract, Mike Gottlieb of New 
York was one of the greatest 
if not THE greatest defensive 
player. He was also famous 
for some of his sayings. One 
was: "When both sides play 
the same suit, one must be 
crazy." 


It is a good general rule to 


follow this principle when on 
defense. If declarer plays one 
suit, you should play another 
but just as you shouldn't al- 
ways return your partner's 
lead, you should occasionally 
return your opponent's. 


South wasn't the least bit 


happy about his six club con- 
tract. Somehow or other he 
felt that his partner might 
have insisted on playing dia- 
monds. 


On the other hand, South 


had nothing to gain by com- 
plaining and he started out to 
do the best he could with the 
tools at hand. 


He won the heart lead and 


played the queen, king and 
ace of spades in order to get 
rid of dummy's ten of hearts. 
He was pleased to see the 
jack drop from the West hand 
but he still had to attack dia- 
monds. 


He led a diamond and fi- 


nessed dummy's queen. East 
was in with the king and led a 
heart to force dummy. South 
ruffed, led out four rounds of 
trumps and spread his hand. 


There would have been no 


defense against the proper 
six diamond contract 
but 


East could have beaten the 
club slam if he had thought 
to lead back a diamond when 
he got in with the king. Then, 
if South pulled trumps he 
wouldn't be able to get to 
dummy for the rest of the 
diamonds; if he did not pull 
trumps, West's fourth trump 
would beat him.
